It appears from this Letter, ck contains many curious ZONE, that the King 
intereſted himſelf in the Election for the County of Norfolk, in behalf of thoſe Candidates 
who were recommended by his Brother the Duke of Suffolk. This Parliament was 
ſummoned to meet in January 1463-4, and it appears that Paſton, Berney, and Heydon 
were the Candidates, though Paſton did not intend to be preſent, as his wife was to give | 
him the earlieſt intelligence of what paſſed. 

There was at this time a Thomas Gurney, Eſq. of Norwich, who had married Mar- 
garet, Daughter of Sir 'Thomas Jernegan, of Somerleton, and who died in 1471, but * 
does not appear to have been him that is here mentioned. 


The following extract from one of theſe old Letters from Thomas Playters to John Paſton, 
Eſq. explains the crime committed * this Perſon and his Servant, (Jan. 1463-4 3 E. IV).

This curious Letter furniſhes us with the ſolemn declarations of a ſick man on his 
death - bed, relative to the authenticity of the Will of Sir John Faſtolf, which was proved 
by John Paſton, and which was reported not to have been the real Will of that Knight. 

The Paſtons had many long and expenſive ſuits at law on this account, which were not 
finiſhed either in the life-time of John Paſton, or in that of his Son Sir John Paſton.

As King Edward often made 3 and by his ain + manner nd addreſs

IT his invaſion they accompliſhed, and landed at Dartmouth in September; on their 
match they daily increaſed in numbers, when Edward, on their approach towards him 
and proclaiming Henry VI. was ſeized with ſuch a panic that, retreating towards the ſea- 
ſhore on the Norfolk Coaſt, he embarked aboard a ſmall veſſel, and after ſeveral eſcapes 
from Corſairs, &c. he landed ſafely in Holland, when Henry for a few months re · aſcended

The wages due to theſe men was for their attendance, under the command of the 
Duke of Suffolk, at the battle of Lincoln Field, uſually called the Battle of Stamford, 
where the King, in the beginning of March 1469-70, obtained a complete victory over 
the rebel forces, commanded by the ſon of Lord Welles, who, being there taken priſoner, 
was a few days after beheaded. 

On the news of this defeat the Duke of Clarence and the Earl of Warwick repaired 
to Exeter, from thence they went to Dartmouth, and there, about May, embarked for 
France.
